That they will get along without him 
is a matter of fact if they get along 
at all. The position he occupied was 
one which took years to get into.

Stow commenced at the lower end of 
the ladder and gradually worked him­ 
self into a position where the work is 
not written but handed 
down as it 
were, by word of month.

lot.' He got early experience in the 
legislative councils where most of his 
work was afterward performed. 
With 
the initiatory degree he pretty soon 
acquired a backing which the pres­ 
tige of is sufficient to give one man

Mr. Stow was a 
man always cool, self possessed, of 
good knowledge and judgement of 
men, reserved in his matter, and yet 
cordial enough to become magnetic 
with men. 


The backing referred to above was 
the fact that he was working in the 
interests of the California railroads. 
When the wherewithal was wanted 
for anything that would tend their 
companies interests, it was always to 
be had and it was not put torth with 
a stingy hand. 
One ot his early les­ 
sons was never to attempt to bore an 
auger hole with a gimlet. 
He drove 
the nail home with one blow and 
that part of the job was finished. 


Starting in years ago gradually one 
by one of the leaders of the different 
factions felt that they wanted his ad­ 
vice and he wanted their 
assistance. 
It was mutual and the differences 
were 
always 
easily and 
amicably 
settled. 
Could inside history be got 
at it would be found that Mr. Stow 
controlled the election of more 
offi­ 
cers of the State and Federal Gov­ 
ernment for nearly a quarter of a 
century back than any half a dozen 
men in the State ever did before or 
ever will again. 
It may be said that 
this one or that one will take Mr. 
Stow's place. 
Some one may nomin­ 
ally be called the political worker for 
the interests of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, but that will only mean a 
nominal head. 
It will have nothing 
to do with the working portion of it. 
Some years from now some one may 
arise, who has had constant work­ 
ings with the political element of the 
State and has a strong money back 
ing to take a seat on the foot-stool of 
the vacant chair. 
As for that it can­ 
not ever be filled again as it were by 
W. W. Stow.
